Sorry, some bum advice here. Arden makes some good points, but 2 things 
need comment: 


1. "Post-dated" checks are not proper legal documents. When you sign your 
name the date has to be the correct date. Period. If I gave you a check 
pre-dated (note that it's pre-dated, not post-dated) a week into the future, 
and die tomorrow, you'd play hell trying to cash it, since I'm dead and my 
account is closed. Also (dirty secret here) bank clearing houses pay 
absolutely NO attention to the date on a check. Moral: Insist that the 
date be correct on all checks. If the guy asks you to hold it some time, 
then that's your business. I won't do it. 


2. Deliberately writing a check, knowing that there are no funds to cover 
it, is a crime in California. I won't speak for any other state or country, 
but CA for sure is a criminal code, NOT a civil tort. It's usually a 
low-classed misdomeaner, but can rise to the level of a felony if other 
circumstances are present (conspiracy to commit a crime, third strike, 
amount over a certain limit, intent in writing the check, etc.). Place of 
venue is either at the culprit's location or the sucker's location. 
Whatever pleases you (some rules apply to venue for this). Call the guy's 
county District Atty. Steve Cooley's office has a check fraud unit. Call 
213 info for the listing - I'm too tired to get it from my Rolodex. The LA 
DA is very agressive on bad checks, and Arden is correct, that some 
jrisdictions don't give a rat's ass.

A seller (long time eBay account, high positive feedback rating) never 
shipped a purchased item (around $500), and after much back and forth 
covering over 3 weeks, I was informed the radio had been privately sold ina 
Side transaction and he refunded by payment through a bank transfer on 


Paypal, followed by long apologies, etc. 


A few days later (BEFORE I could withdraw the funds under the rules) the 
refund was reversed by the seller (who sent me another long email whining 
about his financial condition and informing me he was declaring bankruptcy), 
the seller disappeared and so did his email accounts, eBay account, and 
Paypal account. Since the fiasco was related to an auction sale, and it had 
been over 30 days since the auction closed, and the (then, at least) 
so-called "Buyer Protection Plan" only covered auction transactions LESS 
than 30 days old, I was told by Paypal/eBay to pound sand and not very 
politely told to re-read the policy. They declined to provide ANY 
assistance whatsoever or contact information on the individual. 


It all boils down to the simple fact that no one but you will cover your 
back. I still use the service, but with a wary and sometimes very 
untrusting eye.

The ONLY advantage to using PayPal is convenience. A few mouse clicks and 
your transaction is completed.
